THE REAL PROS START EARL Y 
A study by the Rand Corp. has drawn one of the 
most useful profiles of the criminal personality we’ve 
seen. Paradoxically, there’s little chance of putting 
this information to constructive use. 
In a case study of 49 convicted armed robbers in 
California, the researchers found that there are two 
types of offenders: “intensive” or hardcore profes­ 
sional criminals and “intermittent” or amateur 
criminals. 
It is the hardcore variety society has to worry about 
and the majority of the habitual felons in the study 
said nothing could have stopped them from taking up 
a life of crime— not the certainty of being caught, not 
longer sentences, not harsher prison treatment. 
The differences between intensive and intermittent 
criminals show up in childhood, say the researchers. 
Both types, however, tend to become less criminally 
active as they grow older. 
Thus the study’s suggestion that if we could identify 
intensive criminals early in life and lock them up dur­ 
ing their most active years, this might do more to 
reduce crime than any rehabilitation or prevention ef­ 
forts. 
Although the study used only a very tiny sampling 
of the nation’s prison population, its authors believe 
their findings are significant and warrant further in­ 
vestigation. 
We think so, too, because we certainly can’t see 
society adopting its major recommendation at this 
time. 
For one thing, there is the problem of identifying the 
budding hardcore criminal. As the study itself points 
out, the professional is five times less likely than the 
amateur to be arrested and “a meager arrest record 
often disguises a very active and dangerous 
criminal.” And even if we could distinguish between 
the pros and the amateurs in youth or early childhood, 
the idea of meting out long sentences to young of­ 
fenders not only flies in the face of the time-honored 
penal practice but raises serious constitutional ques­ 
tions. 
Nevertheless, the Rand study is a provocative one 
and we need more like it. Indeed, the criminal justice 
system needs all the insight it can get as it struggles 
to cope with this phenomenon called crime.

Product Safety Chief 
Concerned About Own Image 


by Jack Anderson 
and Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON - Like­ 
able, loquacious John By- 
ington is supposed to lead 
the n atio n al c ru sad e 
against dangerous prod­ 
ucts. Yet 
seems to de­ 
vote more of his time to 
polishing his political im­ 
age and g alliv an tin g 
around the globe. 
He has hired a public 
relations firm, which also 
attends to his political 
grooming. He has the nec­ 
essary assets - good looks, 
amiable mien and social 
knack - to set him apart 
from ordinary men. Now 
Terzian Associations, a 
firm that specializes in 
charm courses for politi­ 
cians, is helping him to 
merchandise his political 
appeal. 
The company’s presi­ 
dent, Carl Terzian, has 
arranged several speeches 
for Byington, has intro­ 
duced him in the right 
circles, has persuaded 
magazines to write articles 
on him and television sta­ 
tions to interview him. As­ 
sociates say Byington has 
his eye on high poliUcal 
office in his native Michi­ 
gan. 
Last year, the Consumer 
Product Safety Commis­ 
sion, which Byington 
heads, paid the Terzian 
firm $17,000 in consulting 
fees. There was no connec­ 
tion, Terzian solemnly 
attested, between his ser­ 
vices for the government 
and for Byington. Terzian 
told us he had helped By­ 
ington "on ja volunteer 


basis, purely out of friend­ 
ship for John.” 
While Byington was busy 
giving interviews, the com­ 
plaints against dangerous 
products were piling up 
inside the commission. A 
backlog of 150 dangerous 
p roducts now a w a its 
Byington’s attention. 
But the chairman has 
been more interested in 
blowing his horn than in 
attending to the technical, 
tedious details of his office. 
For his latest promotion 
scheme, he has enlisted 
Ronald McDonald, 
the 
hamburger clown, to huck­ 
ster product safety. 
He paid $425,000 last 
year to McDonald and Lit­ 
tle, an Atlanta advertising 
agency, to ballyhoo the 
commission’s efforts. The 
same agency is also paid to 
stimulate the national ap­ 
petite for McDonald’s 
hamburgers. The two ob­ 
jectives have now been 
combined into one glorious 
campaign to sell hamburg­ 
ers and safety out of the 
same drive-ins. 
The burger chain has 
been authorized to use the 
commission’s seal in a 
safety campaign, which 
may inHydf pggMgg out 
free refreshments. Hope­ 
fully, these won’t be served 
in the McDonald chain’s 
glasses, which allegedly 
contain an unsafe measure 
8f lead. Hie Consumer 
Product Safety Commis­ 
sion is supposed to regu­ 
late McDonald’s, not give 
the chain its official stamp 


of approval. 
Byington’s 
hamburger 
connection has stirred a 
rumpus in the backrooms 
of the commission. For 
example. 
Commissioner 
R. David Pittle has sent 
Byington a 
confidential 
memo complaining: "I do 
not want the commission's 
efforts to be viewed as 
reinforcing the desire of 
c h i l d r e n 
t o go t o 
McDonald’s ham burger 
shop to obtain a «safety) 
check-off list complete 
with burgers and fries.” 
Pittle also objected to 
the coincidence that both 
McDonald and the com­ 
mission are clients of the 
same advertising agency. 
"The appearance of favor­ 
itism is inescapable,” he 
w a rn ed . 
Nor should 
McDonald’s be allowed to 
use a government seal in 
its safety campaign, Pittle 
protested. 
The commission "should 
(not) be in the business of 
reviewing public relations 
material developed by pri­ 
vate corporations ... The 
potential for abuse is sim­ 
ply too great." the memo 
warned. 
Those who question 
Byington’s actions, howev­ 
er, sometimes have diffi­ 
culty finding him in. He is 
often flitting around the 
world on official business. 
Last spring, we reported 
that he had flown at the 
taxpayers’ expense to 
faraway places with 
strange sounding names in 
Europe, the Far East and 
the Caribbean. 
The publicity didn’t 
seem to slow him down at 
all. He just kept on going to 
California, Florida and 
Puerto Rico. He made fly­ 
ing visita to Chicago, New 
York City and Portland, 
Ore. Ha also made four 
spoechmaklng trips to 
Michigan, the 
of his 
ambition. 
Byington’s staff has been 
busy, however, while he 
has been on the loose. The 
staff has been pushing 


plans to reimburse busi­ 
nesses for losses caused by 
the commission's actions, 
thus assuring the manufac­ 
turers of unsafe products 
that they would have noth­ 
ing to risk for their shoddy 
work. 
A staff report contends 
that reimbursement would 
"defuse opposition” from 
the business community, 
"eliminate a major source 
of uncertainty in the econo­ 
my” and prevent compa­ 
nies "from being burdened 
with inequitable losses.” 
Byington 
has stayed 
around the commission 
long enough, meanwhile, 
to find jobs for his friends. 
He temporarily hired two 
members of his former law 
firm, Dennis Nystrom and 
Frank Fortescue, to hold 
down key posts. According 
to files marked "restri .t- 
ed," he also hired another 
favorite, William McCar- 
ney, two days before tne 
closing date for other 
applicants. 
The Civil Service Com­ 
mission has launched a 
confidential investigation 
into Byington’s hiring 
practices. 
Footnote: In a long inter­ 
view, Byington insisted his 
travels help publicize the 
commission’s work. He 
swore that he spends 60 
hours a week at his office. 
He said Terzian set up 
speeches for him "as a 
favor to me" and probably 
lost money on his govern­ 
ment contract. The staff 
report advocating that 
businesses collect reim­ 
bursements, Byington 
said, was offered "at the 
request of another agency" 
and wasn't intended to rep­ 
resent the commission’s 
policy. 
He argued that there was 
nothing wrong with the 
arrangement with 
McDonald’s and that such 
companies "wouldn’t 
receive favorable treat­ 
ment."

They largely control all 
ebvergy-gas oil, gasoline, 
coal. Now they’re getting into 
nuclear energy and doubtless 
will 
try to control solar 
energy equipment producers 
and the windmill and water 
power machinery manufac­ 
turers.

Meany’s Labor Clout Soften­ 
ing Carter’s Power 
WASHINGTON - In the 
mail these days is a two-page 
“Dear Friend” letter signed 
“Sincerely, Jimmy.” It gives 
you a chance to join the Presi­ 
dent’s Club. Since these are 
money-raising days, it’s worth 
noting that the chief executive 
writing in his personal capaci­ 
ty says this is the time to con­ 
tribute to this favorite 
political c h a rity , the 
Democratic National Commit­ 
tee. 
Soon the President will hit 
the road with an appeal to the 
people’s pocketbooks - and he 
had a choice of two gatherings 
of potential contributors in 
Los Angeles. 
One is scheduled for what 
was hoped to be the party 
faithful on Oct. 22. The other, 
somewhat less devoted these 
days, is the AFL-CIO’s 12th 
Constitutional Convention 
opening Dec. 8 in the Hotel 
Bonaventure there in a 
massive hall wherein will 
gather some 3,000 labor chiefs 
and their subalterns. And 
president George Meany. 
As of now, the President of 
the U.S. has chosen the Oct. 22 
party. The President hasn’t 
yet decided whether to acbept 
Meany’s invitation or to send 
his perpetually professional 
liberal Vice President, Fritz 
Mondale. 
President Carter has been 
studying a new poll which 
reveals he has lost 10 points 
worth of popularity among 
union members in recent mon­ 
ths. Apparently he’s lost them 
to the permanent perennial, 
Meany. And that makes for a 
tricky thing at an AFL-CIO 
convention. The delegates 
never boo an American Presi­ 
dent. They stand on his ar­ 
rival. They sit on their hands. 
They stand on his departure. 
And sometimes Meany says 
now we’ll proceed to Act. Two. 
After such a reception, 
American Presidents find it 
difficult to come in from out of 
that cold. And this AFL-CIO 
convention, the official call for 
which was dispatched Sept. 30, 
will be particularly signifi­ 
cant. And it will be run by 
George Meany like Victor 
Borge plays the piano - swift, 
often stabbing, funny lines and 
staccato unfinished sym­ 
phonies. But always under 
control. 
From inside labor there 
have been demands for the 
resignation or retirement of 
the 83-year- old chief of labor 
chiefs in the newspapers and 
over national TV networks. 
And last week the United Auto 
Workers’ high command of­ 
ficially and publicly rejected 
internal UAW moves for reaf- 
fillation, in part, because of 
’’Meany’s aging image.” 
This denied the AFL-CIO 
some 1.4 million members and 
perhaps two million dollars in 
needed annual income. So, 
faced with a rolling Southern 
organizing drive’s expenses 
and the need for more man­ 
power, Meany plans to “ask” 
his delegates for a four to five 
million dollar a year raise In 
national per-capita dues. That 
will take care of the organize- 


and- strike funds. 
As for additional manpower 
- that’s available in the unaf- 
filiated I n te r n a tio n a l 
Brotherhood of Teamsters 
which, like Barkis, “is will­ 
ing” and “ready in case of 
anything turning up.” 
This doesn’t insinuate that 
the Teamsters will reaffiliate 
in the next 60 days. It does far 
more than insinuate a mar­ 
riage of inconvenience, of 
sorts. 


The Team sters need 
“respectability.” And the 
AFL-CIO can provide that 
even in an unconsummated 
marriage. The Teamsters can 
be the shock troops of any 
sweeping organized drive. 
Their truck drivers and 
warehouse people can make 
or break a strike and even a 
boycott. 
So for months now, 
Teamster’s general president 
(Fitz) Fitzsimmons has slow­ 
ly become acceptable in the 
AFL-CIO’s most avant-garde 
circles. His name is on the list 
of advisers of the Americans 
Justice on the Job -- along with 
Meany’s and other labor 
leaders, and clergymen and 
football and political stars. 
This committee is the clout 
machine of the AFL-CIO’s 
special labor reform bill task 
force. 
And even Cesar Chavez and 
some of his AFL-CIO United 
Farm Workers’ officials have 
wandered over to Teamsters 
meetings, appeared officially, 
and thanked them for respec­ 
ting the March 1977 peace pact 
in the vineyards of California. 
Further to the surprise of 
Fitz and Meany watchers, 
there suddenly appeared right 
up top of page three of the Ser­ 
vice Employee national 
newspaper a two-column pic­ 
ture of Fitz and George Har­ 
dy, a national AFL-CIO vice 
president, and other Service 
Employees International 
Union leaders. 
And the five-column head 
across page three said, “Fitz­ 
simmons Sparks Central 
States Parley.” On general 
principles, even the hardnosed 
Hardy doesn’t often attempt to 
irritate his friend Meany. 
Also, Fitz and his Teamsters 
are close to the building and 
construction trades and the 
powerful California Federa­ 
tion of Labor, just to mention a 
few. 
So, the 83-year-old George 
Meany isn’t lacking for out­ 
side support when he wants it - 
• and when he does retire it’s 
all taken for granted that the 
Teamsters will come mar­ 
ching Into the AFL-CIO again. 
But Meany Isn’t retiring. 
There’s even. talk that 
Presidents Carter and Fitz­ 
simmons will be retired before 
Meany decides to become 
proxy of that AFL-CIO college 
known as the George Meany 
Center for Labor Studies. 
He did, you know, at 73, say 
he was just starting his 
career. So ft seems. He has 
outlived the Bronx from which 
be came. So Jimmy Carter 
may not try to upstage Meany 
on labor’s own stage in Los 
A n g e le s j u s t b e f o r e 
Christmas.

THE REAL PROS START EARLY 


A study by the Rand Corp has drawn one of the 
most useful profiles of the criminal personality we've 
seen. Paradoxically, there’s little chance of putting 
this information to constructive use. 
In a case study of 49 convicted armed robbers in 
California, the researchers found that there are two 
types of offenders: “ intensive" or hardcore profes­ 
sional criminals and “ intermittent" or amateur 
criminals. 
It is the hardcore variety society has to worry about 
and the majority of the habitual felons in the study 
said nothing could have stopped them from taking up 
a life of crim e— not the certainty of being caught, not 
longer sentences, not harsher prison treatment. 
The differences between intensive and intermittent 
criminals show up in childhood, say the researchers. 
Both types, however, tend to become less criminally 
active as they grow older. 
Thus the study's suggestion that if we could identify 
intensive crim inals early in life and lock them up dur­ 
ing their most active years, this might do more to 
reduce crime than any rehabilitation or prevention ef­ 
forts 
Although the study used only a very tiny sampling 
of the nation’s prison populatrion, its authors believe 
their findings are significant and warrant further in­ 
vestigation 
We think so, too, because we certainly can’t see 
society adopting its major recommendation at this 
time 
For one thing, there is the problem of identifying the 
budding hardcore criminal As the study itself points 
out, the professional is five times less likely than the 
amateur to be arrested and "a meager arrest record 
often 
disguises 
a 
very 
active 
and 
dangerous 
crim inal." And even if we could distinguish between 
the pros and the am ateurs in youth or early childhood, 
the idea of meting out long sentences to young of­ 
fenders not only flies in the face of the time-honored 
penal practice but raises serious constitutional ques­ 
tions. 
Nevertheless, the Rand study is a provocative one 
and we need more like it Indeed, the criminal justice 
system needs all the insight it can get as it struggles 
to cope with this phenomenon called crime

Anita Bryant hit with pie 


wiyHITA, Kan. (AP) — Uniformed policemen carefully 
checked media credentials over the weekend as Anita Bryant 
held I news conference a day after an assailant, who claimed 
he was a homosexual, plastered her with a fruit pie. 
The singer, who has crusaded against laws which prohibit 
dicrttnination against homosexuals, was less than cheerful 
about the pie-throwing incident. 
“It wasn’t fun,” she said, adding that the media in Des 
Moines, Iowa, where the incident occurred Friday, was 
apologetic. 
“there are days when I wonder if it’s worth it all. I’m just 
as chicken as anybody else. I would like to take care of just 
my own family and not be involved in this messy business,” 
she said. 
“But after much prayer and wrestling with God, if I had it 
to do all over again, I’d do it.” 
Miss Bryant was in Wichita on her way to a religious rally 
in Liberal Saturday night. 
It was in Wichita that an ordinance was passed last month 
that resembled the one which brought her into the limelight 
to Florida last spring. The ordinance prohibits discrimina­ 
tion on the basis of sexual preference. 


Consumer bill success seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Esther Peterson says she is con­ 
vinced that the drive for an independent consumer protection 
agency will succeed, despite recent setbacks. ‘‘I’m not going 
to say when,” she adds, “but I certainly think in this Con­ 
gress that decisions will be made.” 
Mrs. Peterson is President Carter’s special assistant for 
consumer affairs. Her mission, she explained in a recent in­ 
terview, ‘‘is ... to help get this bill (establishing a consumer 
agency) through Congress.” 
That job is proving more difficult than most people ex­ 
pected earlier in the year. Both houses of Congress passed 
similar bills last year, but, in the face of a threatened veto by 
President Ford, failed to produce compromise legislation. 
With C arter’s support, backers of the concept predicted 
victory in 1977. They now concede they would lose if the issue 
Came to a vote today. Mrs. Peterson said the reason for the 
problem is twofold. 
“Number one, it was a very safe vote for people in the other 
administration because many people who voted for it knew 
that the president would veto it ... and a lot of those people 
changed when it became a reality.” They changed, she said, 
“because of the second reason, which is the extremely strong 
opposition that has come from (part of) the business 
community...” 


Saudi Arabia added to tour 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Carter has added a ninth 
nation - Saudi Arabia — to his 11-day foreign trip next 
month, an admiaistration official said today. 
The addition,» be announced later at the White House, will 
enable the President to meet with Crown Prince Fahd ibn 
Abdul Aziz to discuss the preparations for reconvening the 
Geneva conference on peace in the Middle East. 
Carter’s Air Force C'ie jet will be refueled during the stop 
in Jidda, Saudi Arabia, on his way from Lagos, Nigeria, to 
New Delhi, India. The President will fly on to New Delhi the 
same day, so the stopover will not add another day to his 
journey. 
Other stops on Carter’s trip are Venezuela, Brazil, Iran, 
France, Poland and Belgium. He leaves Nov. 22.

billion Medicaid wasted 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Federal and state governments 
are wasting $1 billion in tax money a year in ineligible 
Medicaid payments, says the secretary of health, education 
and welfare. 
Secretary Joseph A. Califano Jr. said Sunday that 4.7 
million ineligible claims totaling $229 million were paid bet­ 
ween April and September 1976. 
“ Now, if you project that for a year — that is just federal 
dollars — that is almost half a billion dollars, and the states 
are matching those payments; that is another half billion 
dollars,” Califano said. “So just in terms of ineligible 
payments, we are throwing $1 billion a year away in this 
country.” 
The figures, taken from HEW’s computerized review of 
Medicaid transactions, include payments to health care pro­ 
viders. such as doctors, and to recipients. 
Califano commented on ABCTV’s "Issues and Answers.” 
The review was instituted in April because the program for 
the needy has "grown like Topsy,” but has received “inade­ 
quate attention” for several years, Califano said. 
Supreme Court clears 
Concorde 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme Court cleared the 
way today for landings of the Concorde supersonic jetliner to 
begin immediately at New York’s John F. Kennedy Interna­ 
tional Airport. 
The justices turned down, without comment, a request by 
the Port Authority of New York and New Jersey that they 
order a delay to all Concorde operations at JFK until a for­ 
mal appeal could be filed with the court. 
Today’s action does not prevent the port authority from fil­ 
ing such an appeal. In the interim, however, it appears that 
commercial flights of the British-French airliner New York 
officials have fought against for nearly two years will begin 
serving the airport. 
British Airways and Air France are the only airlines offer­ 
ing Concorde flights. To date, the only regularly scheduled 
Concorde flights to the United States have been landing at 
Dulles International Airport near Washington.

It’s being con­ 
sidered for sale in pre-mixed cocktails. The actual alcohol, 
still in liquid form, is in tiny particles suspended in a powder 
that looks like a gelatin desert mix.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ksther Peterson says she is con­ 
vinced that the drive for an independent consum er protection 
agency will succeed, despite recent setbacks. " I’m not going 
to say when.” she adds, "but I certainly think in this Con­ 
gress that decisions will be made " 
Mrs Peterson is President C arter’s special assistant for 
consumer affairs Her mission, she explained in a recent in­ 
terview. “ is ... to help get this bill (establishing a consumer 
agency) through Congress " 
That job is proving more difficult than most people ex­ 
pected earlier in the year Both houses of Congress passed 
sim ilar bills last year, but. in the face of a threatened veto by 
President Ford, failed to produce compromise legislation 
With C arter’s support, hackers of the concept predicted 
victory in 1977 They now concede they would lose if the issue 
cam e to a vote today. Mrs. Peterson said the reason for the 
problem is twofold 
"N um ber one. it was a very safe vote for pimple in the other

dollars,” Caiifano said 
"So just in term s of ineligible 
payments, we are throwing $1 billion a year away in thi* 
country ” 
The figures, taken from HEW’s computerized review of 
Medicaid transactions, include paym ents to health care pro 
viders. such as doctors, and to recipients 
Caiifano com m ented on AHCTV's "Issues and Answers.” 
The review was instituted in April because the program for 
the needy has "grown like Topsy.” but has received "m ade 
quate attention" for several years, Caiifano said

If there is one thing almost every American seems to 
favor, it is cutting the federal budget. No matter what your 
party or political philosophy, you no doubt agree that the 
federal government spends too much, and that those of us 
here in Congress should be doing more about it. 
Thus it follows that one of the more popular things a 
government agency can do is announce it has devised a plan 
to cut costs. However, it does not always follow that an 
agency's newly announced cost-cutting program is actually 
going to save you any dollars in the end. 
A good case in 
point 
is the Federal 
Aviation 
Administration's recently announced intention to close 72 
airport control towers around the country, in determining 
which towers to close. FAA compared the cost of operating 
each tower with the amount the tower supposedly saves in 
prevented aircraft accidents and flight delays. 
In the case of St. Joseph, Missouri’s, Rosecrans Field, 
FAA found that the control tower costs the taxpayer an 
average of $30,400 more than it returns each year. So let’s 
close the Rosecrans tower, FAA said, and save all that 
money. 
Unfortunately, however, it's not as simple as all of that, 
as FAA learned when they held a hearing on the matter in 
Kansas City. At the hearing, for example, it was pointed out 
that one of the big industries in St. Joseph is the 139th 
Tactical Airlift Group of the Missouri Air National Guard. 
This unit, which is funded by the federal government, flies a 
fleet of C-130 cargo planes based at Rosecrans Field. 
Without a control tower, the 139th would be unable to 
fly its training missions in the Rosecrans vicinity. The 139th 
would have to fly its planes elsewhere to train, with the 
nearest alternate control tower being Richards-Gebaur Air 
Force Base, south of Kansas City. But flying to Richards- 
Gebaur would add an hour of travel time to each training 
mission and, at the level of training normally carried out by 
the 139th, would mean an additonal fuel expenditure of 
$144,000 per year. 
So, while it may be true that closing the Rosecrans tower 
would save the Federal Aviation Administration $30,400 per 
year, it would end up costing the Air National Guard more 
than $100,000 per year extra with the difference, of course, 
coming from you, the taxpayer. 
It's good to know that FAA is trying to save us some 
money. But frankly, that kind of saving we can do without.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Bing Crosby titled his 1953 
autobiography “Call Me 
Lucky.” But it was more than 
luck that kept him a top star 
for more than 45 years. 
It was a love affair between 
Bing Crosby and the world. 
The public adored and em­ 
braced his smooth way with a 
melody, his insouciant charm, 
his oftcandld manner — never 
pushing too hard, never brag- 
glng, always modestly 
deprecating his talents. 
In a rare analytical moment 
in 1972, Crosby, who died Fri­ 
day of a heart attack while 
playing golf in Madrid, com­ 
mented on his relationship 
with the public: 
“They feel I’m more like 
one of them, rather than a pro­ 
fessional. My singing is sort of 
natural. It doesn’t sound like a 
trained voice, and most of 
them think: ‘Well, he sings 
about like I do, you know, 
when I’m in the bathroom or 
in the shower and feel good 
and woke up with a happy feel­ 
ing.’ They think I’m one of the 
fellas.” 
Bing was not given to in­ 
trospection, nor did he fancy 
answering questions. But dur­ 
ing a lifetime of being inter­ 
viewed, he left a record of his 
life and philosophy. 
In the autobiography, he 
wrote that the luckiest thing in 
his life was his parentage. 
“My dad was relaxed and 
casual and believed in living 
in the present and having a 
good time. He had a full life 
and enjoyed himself no matter 
what happened. In his youth, 
Dad had sung in amateur 
Gilbert k Sullivan produc­ 
tions. My mother had a sweet, 
clear voice. Their shared love 
of singing helped bring them 
together.” 
Crosby added that another 
stroke of luck was Joining the 
Paul Whiteman Band in 1927. 
“If I have any ability as a 
song stylist or have made out 
musically, it’s largely because 
of the associations I formed 
while I was with his band ... I 
hung around (the musicians) 
day and night. I listened to 
them talk. I picked up ideas. 
Although I wasn’t a musician 
— I’m still not one — I learned 
to appreciate good things 
when I heard them and to 
recognize bad things and 
avoid them.” 
After breaking into films, 
first with Mack Sennett 
tworeelers and then as a 
singing star at Paramount, he 
had to struggle to retain his 
naturalness. The studio in­ 
sisted that his ears were 
“wingy” and had to be flatten­ 
ed back with spirit gum. 
Finally, he rebelled and went 
off to play golf until the studio 
bosses relented. 
“In the first part of ‘She 
Loves Me Not,’ I looked like a 
whippet in full flight. In the 
second part, I looked like 
Dumbo. They’ve been out ever 
since.” 
He did agree to one artifice. 
As his hairline receded, he 
wore a “scalp doily” or 
“divot,” his names for a 
toupee. 
“I hate to put it on, and I’m 
always trying to have interior 
scenes photographed out­ 
doors, so I can wear a hat. 
Buddy De Sylva, head of pro­ 
duction at Paramount, pro­ 
mised if I would do a favor for 
him, he’d buy a story in which 
I could play a rabbi and wear 
a hat all the time.” 
Crosby had it written into 
his movie contract that he was 
not to star alone. 
“If I let them put ‘Bing 
Crosby' over the name of the 
picture and the rest of the cast 
is in small type, people would 


say, ‘Well, he certainly thinks 
he’s a big shot.’” 
Crosby observed that he was 
lucky to start in films when he 
did. 
“Talkies had just come in 
and the movie business was 
really blossoming.

They had appeared 
together at New York’s 
Capitol Theater in 1932 and 
began appearing on each 
other’s radio shows in the late 
’30s. 
“The widely publicized 
HopeCrosby feud was not a 
planned vendetta. It grew out 
of the fact that when we ap­ 
peared on each other’s radio 
programs and in the ‘Road’ 
pictures, it seemed easier for 
our writers to write abusive 
dialogue than any other kind. 
“When our Hatfield-McCoy 
routine became a byword with 
the public, we did nothing to 
derail it. We developed and ex­ 
panded it, and pitched in mer­ 
rily to think of insults to hurl 
at each other.” 
Bing and golf went together 
as naturally as Hope and 
Crosby. 
“Golf has provided relaxa­ 
tion which has kept my bat­ 
teries recharged when I put 
too heavy a load on them. It 
doesn’t matter what my pro­ 
fessional or personal pro­ 
blems are, when I step onto 
that first tee, I get a sense of 
release and escape.” 
C r o s b y w a s a l w a y s 
generous in his comments 
about singing stars on the rise. 
He refused to join the early 
criticism about Elvis Presley. 
“He’s going to be a star in 
other fields than rock and 
roll,” he said in one interview. 
"He has an appealing per­ 
sonality and he’s a good- 
looking kid. He sings in tune 
and he’s got good rhythm ... I 
don’t like the sideburns; they 
went out with highbutton 
shoes. Still, we mustn’t be 
intolerant.” 
Crosby also was complimen­ 
tary to Frank Sinatra, both in 
his rise and renaissance. 
Bing admitted that he 
himself sometimes seemed 
aloof and impersonal. 
‘ ‘ I ’ m n o t v e r y 
demonstrative. I just never 
have been. My mother was 
that way — my father was just 
the opposite. I may think a lot 
of a person, but I seldom tell 
them so. I'll tell them about 
their ability, whether I think 
they’re good performers, 
whether I like the song they 
sang or the act they have 
done. 
“What it all boils down to is 
t h a t I ’ m v e r y 
undemonstrative and that pro­ 
blem has given rise to the 
belief that I’m a loner and I 
live behind an ‘icecurtain.’” 
Crosby was once asked what 
he would change if he had his 
life to live over again. 
“I wouldn’t change a thing. I 
would do it just exactly the 
same way — by singing. I had 
a wonderful time. I would 
want everything to be the 
same.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Bing Crosby titled his 1953 
au to b io g rap h y 
“ C all 
Me 
Lucky.” But it was more than 
luck that kept him a top star 
for more than 45 years. 
It was a love affair between 
Bing Crosby and the world. 
The public adored and em ­ 
braced his smooth way with a 
melody, his insouciant charm , 
his oftcandld m anner — never 
pushing too hard, never brag­ 
g i n g, 
a l w a y s 
m o d e s t l y 
deprecating his talents. 
In a rare analytical moment 
in 1972, Crosby, who died F ri­ 
day of a heart attack while 
playing golf in Madrid, com­ 
mented on his relationship 
with the public: 
“They feel I’m more like 
one of them, rather than a pro­ 
fessional. My singing is sort of 
natural It doesn’t sound like a 
trained voice, and most of 
them think: ’Well, he sings 
about like I do, you know, 
when I’m in the bathroom or 
in the shower and feel good 
and woke up with a happy feel­ 
ing ’ They think I’m one of the 
fellas " 
Bing was not given to in­ 
trospection, nor did he fancy 
answering questions But dur­ 
ing a lifetime of being inter­ 
viewed. he left a record of his 
life and philosophy. 
In the autobiography, he 
wrote that the luckiest thing in 
his life was his parentage 
“ My dad was relaxed and 
casual and believed in living 
in the present and having a 
good time He had a full life 
and enjoyed himself no m atter 
what happened In his youth. 
Dad had sung in am ateur 
Gilbert & 
Sullivan produc­ 
tions My m other had a sweet, 
clear voice Their shared love 
of singing helped bring them 
together " 
Crosby added that another 
stroke of luck was joining the 
Paul W hiteman Band in 1927 
“ If I have any ability as a 
song stylist or have made out 
musically, it’s largely because 
of the associations I formed 
while I was with his band ... 1 
hung around (the musicians) 
day and night 
1 listened to 
them talk I picked up ideas 
Although I w asn’t a musician 
— I’m still not one - 1 learned 
to 
appreciate 
good 
things 
when I heard them and to 
recognize 
bad 
things 
and 
avoid them ." 
After breaking into films, 
first 
with 
Mack 
Sennett 
tworeelers and then as a 
singing star at Param ount, he 
had to struggle to retain his 
naturalness. The studio in­ 
sisted 
that 
his ears were 
“ wingy” and had to be flatten­ 
ed 
back 
with 
spirit 
gum 
Finally, he rebelled and went 
off to piay golf until the studio 
bosses relented 
“ In the first part of She 
Loves Me Not,’ 1 looked like a 
whippet in full flight In the 
second part, I looked like 
Dumbo They've been out ever 
since ” 
He did agree to one artifice 
As his hairline receded, he 
wore 
a 
“ scalp 
doily” 
or 
"divot,” 
his nam es for a 
toupee 
“ 1 hate to put it on, and I’tn 
always trying to have interior 
scenes 
photographed 
out­ 
doors, so I can wear a hat 
Buddy De Sylva, head of pro­ 
duction at Param ount, pro 
mised if I would do a favor for 
him. he’d buy a story in which 
I could piay a rabbi and wear 
a hat all the tim e ” 
Crosby had it written into 
his movie contract that he w as 
not to star alone 
“ If 1 let them put ’Bing 
Crosby' over the name of the 
picture and the rest of the cast 
is in sm all type, people would 


say, ‘Well, he certainly thinks 
he's a big shot.’” 
Crosby observed that he was 
lucky to start in films when he 
did.

Bing and golf went together 
as naturally as Hope and 
Crosby. 
“Golf has provided relaxa­

that first tee. I get a sense of 
release and escape.”

“ He's going to be a star in 
other fields than rock and 
roll,” he said in one interview 
“ He has an appealing per­ 
sonality 
and he's a 
good- 
looking kid He sings in tune 
and he's got good rhythm ... 1 
don’t like the sideburns, they

shoes 
Still, we m ustn’t be 
intolerant.” 
Crosby also was complimen 
tary to Frank Sinatra, both in 
his rise and renaissance

ST. LOUIS — If anyone 
thinks undermanned criminal 
investigation efforts are 
peculiar to outstate Missouri, 
Capt. Earl Halveland would 
be the first to tell you they ex­ 
ist in abundance in the cities. 
Halveland is vice division 
commander for the City of St. 
Louis Police Department. 
He’s a 33-year police veteran. 
Before assuming command of 
the vice division, he directed 
the intelligence unit for 10 
years. 
Halveland believes it would 
be a mistake for anyone to 
assume that Missouri's two 
major metropolitan areas, 
both the homes of organized 
crime “families,” are in much 
better shape in the fight 
against crime. 
“Ridiculous” is a word 
Halveland uses often to 
describe manpower alloca­ 
tions for police intelligence 
and investigation work. 
St. Louis City has about 
2,100 police officers. Of that 
total, 124—or about 6 per cent 
of the force— are assigned 
fulltime to the department’s 
bureau of investigation. From 
time to time uniformed of­ 
ficers don plainclothes for 
temporary duty in investiga­ 
tion units, increasing on occa­ 
sion the manpower allocation. 
St. Louis has 31 officers to 
investigate homicides, seven 
for auto theft, 30 for burglary 
and robbery, 12 for narcotics 
and 13 to help out with hotel 
crime, pawnshop regulation 
and other special services. 
In Halveland’s vice divi­ 
sion—part of the department’s 
bureau of investigaiont—there 
is a sergeant and four officers 
I assigned fulltime to 
in- 
vestigate gambling; 
a 
sergeant and two officers for 
liquor violations; six officers 


to combat prostitution, por- 
nographu and ille g a l 
massage-parlor operations; 
and six officers to investigate 
sex crimes, such as rape, 
sodomy and assault with in­ 
tent to commit a sexual crime. 
In addition, Halveland had 
in September another 12 of­ 
ferers assigned for tem­ 
porary duty throughout his 
command. But usually the ex­ 
tra officers are assigned for 
specific cases or projects. “I 
could and do lose them on a 
moment’s notice,” Halveland 
says. 
Even with the assignment of 
tem porary personnel, 
Halveland says two of his 
(prostitution, etc.) and li­ 
quor— cannot be manned on a 
24-hour basis, seven days a 
week. 
Halveland says bookmak- 
ing, for example, is a major 
source of revenue for organiz­ 
ed crime in St. Louis. The 
schedule of bookmaking 
operations alone makes in­ 
vestigation difficult. 
Betting sheets usually are 
distributed overnight up to 6 
a.m. Between 8 and 10 a.m., 
the bookmaking “banks” set 
the odds. Runners and collec­ 
tors begin work. Noon brings a 
halt for betting in the East, 
where post time is 1 p.m. 
Midwest bets can be placed 
until 1 p.m. local time. Some 
bookmaking parlors take bets 
up until 2 p.m. for the western 
tracks. Then settling of ac­ 
counts begin. 
All points in the bookmaking 
operation must be observed by 
detectives if a strong court 
case is to be made. “For that I 
have a sergeant and eight of­ 
ficers, four of whom are 
detached on temporary duty,” 
Halveland says. 
“And, of 
course we haven’t yet discuss­ 
ed gambling investigatkms 
that must be made of ‘casino’ 
operations—crap and card 
also a major activity of 


orgainzed crime in this city.” 
Detectives earn no addi­ 
tional income in St. Louis ex­ 
cept for a 820-a-month clothing 
allowance.

Strong intelligence and in­ 
vestigative work at some point 
will lead to a sitting political 
leader. And Halveland 
believes police administrators 
are too sensitive to political 
criticism.

“And that was a 
very amateurish attempt on 
which I will not elaborate.”

“When time after 
time you see that the in­ 
competents are the ones get­ 
ting the promotions, you begin 
to wonder.” 
It is common in police
